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ORDINANCE NO. 06- 2006-015 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING CHAPTER 27, ARTICLE IX OF THE PALM 
BEACH COUNTY CODE; AMENDING THE BOUNDARIES 
OF THE MANDATORY RECLAIMED WATER SERVICE 
AREA; CLARIFYING THE DEFINITION OF A NEW 
DEVELOPMENT WITHIN THE MANDATORY RECLAIMED 
WATER SERVICE AREA; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR A SAVINGS CLAUSE; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 125, Florida Statutes, authorizes counties to adopt 
ordinances consistent with general and special law to provide for the health, safety 
and welfare of its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners previously enacted the 
“Palm Beach County Reclaimed Water Ordinance” which is codified at Chapter 27, 
Article IX of the Palm Beach County Code; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to amend the 
boundaries of the Mandatory Reclaimed Water Service Area as provided for in the 
‚Palm Beach County Reclaimed Water Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to clarify the 
definition of a “new development” within the Mandatory Reclaimed Water Service 
Area. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Section 1. Chapter 27, Article IX, Section 27-175, “Definitions”, the 
definition of “Mandatory Reclaimed Water Service Area (MRWSA)" is amended to 
read as follows: 

Mandatory reclaimed water service area (MRWSA). A—timited—area 
surrounding-the seuthern region-water reclamation facilty which is ceniprised of or 
includes: Section 28 and 33: west + ef Section 2% and west 14 of Section 34 of 
Fownship-48-South Range 42-East Together with Sections 4, 9,46, 24, -west- +4 of 
section 3, that pertion-of Section 8, 44,-and 20-tyag-east-of Honda's turnpike, West 


+4-0f Section 10:-west +4-of Section 15-and West +4 of Section 22-of Tewnship-46 


SouthRange42FEast; The Mandatory Reclaimed Water Service Area is generally 
‘bound on the west by State Road 7 (US 441), on the north by Boynton Beach 
Blvd. (SR 804), on the east by Jog Road and on the south by Clint Moore Road, 
more particularly described as follows: Sections 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, west half of 
Section 27 and west half of Section 34, all in Township 45 South, Range 42 East; 
together with Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 


west half of Section 3, west half of Section 10, west half of Section 15, west half of 


Section 22, west half of Section 27 and west half of Section 34, all in Township 46 
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South, Range 42 East, Palm Beach County, Florida. In addition, if all or any portion 
of a development falls within the MRWSA, the entire Development shall be subject to 


mandatory reclaimed water service. 

Section 2. Chapter 27, Article IX, Section 27-176, “Use of reclaimed 
water within the Palm Beach County water utilities department service area”, 
subsection (a) is amended to read as follows: 


(a) | Mandatory use within the MRWSA. The use of reclaimed water for 
irrigation is mandatory for any new development within the MRWSA as defined 


above. For purposes of this subsection, a new development is a development 
which has not yet received final Department approval for all plans for onsite 
water/wastewater/reclaimed water systems. A development which has received 
final Department approval for all plans for onsite water/wastewater/reclaimed 
water systems, but has allowed said approval to expire prior to the construction of 


the systems, shall be considered new development for purposes of this 
subsection. The property owner of said new development shall construct, 


connect to, and use reclaimed water as set forth in this article, the UPAP, and the 
standard reclaimed water development agreement (“SRWDA’). 


Section 3. _ Repeal of Laws and Ordinances in Conflict 
All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provision of this Ordinance 


are hereby repealed to the extent of any such conflict. 


Section 4. Severability 


If any provision, article, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or work of this 
Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or 
void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Savings Clause 

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, all provisions of Palm Beach 
County Code Section 27-171 through 27-187, codifying Palm Beach County 
Ordinance No. 97-12, as amended, are specifically preserved and remain in full 
force and effect for the limited purpose of enforcing any alleged violations of said 
Code which occurred prior to its repeal or amendment. 

Section 6. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the 
Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The articles and 
sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and 
the word “Ordinance” may be changed to “Section”, “Article”, or other appropriate 
word. 

Section7. Effective date 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the 


Department of State.
